The monlh of June 1780

The bear was the largest 
recorded by the BNR - ince 
it began keeping records in 
1971 of bears trapped 
either as sheep killers or for 
installation of radio iraufi- 
mitters to follow their 
movements and enable 
game biologists to gain 
information on the animals. 
The one killed Sunday 
was trapped on August 8, 
1975, and fitted with a 
transmitter collar, Ai that 
time, it weighed 160 
pounds and was estimated 
to be 3 1 1 years old The 
1975 trapping and release 
occurred less than two 
miles from where il was 
killed Sunday 
Dick Hall said the largest 
bear in BNR annals was 
Old lobe," a resident of 
the French Creek Stale 
Game Farm who died a few 
years ago of bone cancer. 
"Old Tobe' weighed more 
than 600 pounds. But Hall 
said bears in captivity and 
fed n regular diet grow 
fatter than bears in the 
wild.

In the eastern part of 
Pocahontas County. West 
Virginia, is Knapps Creek 
which has its source in the 
Alleghany Mountains about 
five miles above Frost. Its 
two branches unite at Frost 
from which place it contin¬ 
ues to flow along the base 
of the mountains to the 
place where it empties into 
the Greenbrier River at 
Marlmton, a distance of 
almost twenty miles from 
Frost. The East fork of the 
creek is fed by a stream 
which comes forth out of 
the rugged mountain side 
near Paddya Knob, a peak 
with an elevation of 1450 
feet. 

One A the principal trib¬ 
utaries of Knapps Creek of 


the Minnehaha neighbor¬ 
hood is Douthards Creek 
which cornea with it the 
waters of Cochrans and 
Laurel Creeks. At Hunters¬ 
ville Knapps Creek receives 
two other streams, Browns 
Creek from one side and 
Cummings Creek from the 
other. 

Springs. —Along the val¬ 
ley are numerous limestone 
springs, the waters of 
which are cold, an indica¬ 
tion of purity. These help to 
make the creek larger. The 
first of them is a bold 
spring gushing out from 
under a hill near the fine 
home of S. Gibson. Further 
down the valley we find the 
stream called Hill Run near 
LB. Moore's which re¬ 
ceives water from a number 
of springs within a half 
mile. Neit is the Mill Run 
at B.W. Dever’a flowing 
through his farm where fine 
cattle graze. From here we 
go on to W. G Ruck man's

Another Respected Citizen Gone. 


Hugh McLaughlin. an aged and 
highly respected citizen of the 
Dunmore community, died at his 
home at Dunmore Saturday, Sep- 
teml>er 13 . 1913 , of cancer and the 
infirmities of age. Had he lived a 
month longer he would have reach¬ 
ed the age of four score-and six.

A spokesperson for the Hills¬ 
boro Elementary School said the 
students were moved to the 
Presbyterian Church accross US 
Route 219. Parents were then 
notified by phone and were al¬ 
lowed to pick up their children 
from the church. By 12-30 
p.m., all students were picked 
up and school was cancelled f or 


the rest of the day, the spokes¬ 
person said. 

School personnel made a fin¬ 
al sweep of die building around 
1:15 p.m. and went home for 
the day, she continued. 

According to a press release 
issued by die Sheriff *s Depart¬ 
ment, the incident was investi¬ 
gated by both the Pocahontas 
County Sheriffs Department 
and West Virginia State Police.

“Sign of the Times”

County Commission Presi¬ 
dent Joel CaUison called the 
need for a mandatory 9-1-1 Ad' 
dressing and Mapping a ‘ sign of 
die times/" Both Calhson and 
County Commissioner James 
Carpenter noted that Pocahontas 
County is not as small as it was 
10 or 20 years ago at Monday 
evening’s public hearing on the 
proposed ordinance. 

This week s hearing, with 
eight residents in attendance* 
took on a different lone than 
hearings on die previous draft ol 
die ordinance. All three county 
commissioners responded to 
questions and concerns, offered 
clarification w hen necessary and 
defended parts of the ordinance. 
The revised draft ordinance is 
much shorter than die previous 
draft and is significantly easier 
to read and understand.

On a cold December night 
over Luxembourg in 1944, a 
,, oU ng West Virginia pilot was 
Hying his 91st mission. Nine 
more ;uid lie would be coming 
home, his fiancee in Spencer 
waiting impatiently. 

Unfortunately, Li. Harold 
Sialnaker and his P-47D Thun¬ 
derbolt came under (ire over 
Luxembourg, crashing eu:;u the 
small town of Ketden. 

Because of a misunderstand¬ 
ing between the U S, Army ot- 
licial investigating die crash and 
local witnesses, the Army pre¬ 
sumed that StaUiaker's aircraft 
and remains were unrecoverable. 

In 2003, Lt. Stalnaker's 
closest living relative, nephew 
Charlie Sialnaker, of S nous hoe. 
was contacted by the U.S. Gov¬ 
ernment Office of Repatriations.

The last I heard, we still had a 
separation of powers act in our 
constitution. 

Meanwhile the commission 
waits the penultimate decision 
of the senator. 

Why doesn’t the county com¬ 
mission just have $30,000 
worth of voucher forms printed 
up, distributed to the parks? 
The vouchers would then be re¬ 
deemed upon use at the country 
club on a point-of-sale basis. 
No! A thousand times no! That 
isn’t what the club wants. They 
w ant all the money up-front and 

immediately. 

According to.the county com¬ 
mission president, they want to 
work up a contract whereby the 
country club is placed on a re¬ 
tainer tn which it gets the 
$30,000 up front to make its 
services available for a year or 
so. The dub is not to be obli¬ 


gated to a certain number of 
lessons or green fees. They only 
provide services on demand 
which could be from 1 to 1,000 
persons. Since there appears to 
be no organized plan on the part 
of the parks to distribute or ad¬ 
vertise the availability of the 
free lessons and fees, little actu¬ 
al use is expected so the country 
club ends up with $30,000 for 
little or no effort at all. 

So that is where we stand 
now in this little show of “As 
the Ball Turns " Will Helmick 
put his name on the line? Will 
the governor provide any 
guidance? Will there be another 
unsigned contract written? How 
many golf lessons will actually 
be given? What happens to the 
money if the commission gets 
cold feet again over this shady 
deal? Stay tuned! Tune into

Just as the Pocahontas De¬ 
velopment Authority was about 
to celebrate "clearing the 10-year 
tangle at law suits," an email 
from PDA I resident Frank 
Proud to "fellow citizens" an¬ 
nounced “we have a new law 
suit looming." 

This suit was filed by Warm 
Springs, Virginia, resident 
Cathy Cash, who made loans to 
Greenbrier Footwear—the last 
tenant of the former shoe factory 
on Second Avenue in Marlin- 
ton— in 2002, In her com¬ 
plaint, Cash asked the court to 
affirm her claim to the equip¬ 
ment of Greenbrier Footwear 
and to allow her to sell the 
equipment to recover her losses. 
The complaint also places re¬ 
sponsibility for missing equip¬ 
ment with the PDA and with 
Firmer Greenbrier Footwear 
owner, Tom Allen. 

According to promissory 
notes ihat were submitted with 
her complaint. Cash loaned 
Greenbrier Footwear over 
ffOOOQ between March and 
May 2002. with "all Greenbrier 
Footwear, LLC Corpo ralc ^

According to Cash, Carpenter 
a nd Cain asked if the PDA and , 
Clea rwater Timber—a Green 
Bank company interested in us¬

Proud anticipated the PDA and 
Clearwater would be able to 
consolidate the machinery - 
which had been tagged and iden¬ 
tified and is scattered throughout 
the building - into one area to 
make room for firewood storage. 

According to Wei ford, the 
PDA would need to balance the 
needs of accommodating Clear¬ 
water "while not inviting ihe 
appearance of having tampered 
with the (Cash's) collateral/' 

“We've moved remarkably 
fast on this considering the 
PDA is a government agency," 
Proud noted. Proud said he was 
still trying to get in touch with 
Clearwater on Monday to deter-

Her home lies just outside the legal distance before 
placement of such a plant near a residence would be prohibited. 

The great success of Snowshoe and the resultant dilemma of 
waste has been an issue for some time. The state gave Snowshoe 
the authority to manage their own sewer district some time ago. 

Individual private landowners surrounding Snowshoe became 
concerned that Snowshoe might not be properly addressing the 
waste issue and filed suit. Publicly available documents reveal the 
complicated and conflicting issues. A review of this case reveals 
the fact that the problem was so unsofvable the Department of 
Environmental Protection granted Snowshoe a 'pass' concerning 
their treatment of raw sewage* The state court demanded a solu¬ 
tion. This may have influenced Snowshoe's desire to be included 
in with the rest of Pocahontas County's plan and the desire for 
the Pocahontas County Commission to vote to now jnclude them.

“Save the Day” for

In what some scientists term 
"a surprising, almost miraculous 
turnabout/ radio telescopes, in¬

appointment to the board last 
November said the motion 
Riley referred to was "to pur¬ 
sue collection" of unpaid

Combs. 47, of Hillsboro, 
was -topped by Deputy Troy 
McCov last August while 
driving on U.S. Route 219 on 
Droop Mountain. McCoy, 
who had made a DUI arrest 
earlier in the evening, was 
driving northbound behind 
Combs' car when he saw him 
swerve off the road. 

During Tuesday’s trial 
defense attorney Eugene 
Simmons argued it wasn't 
uncommon for a driver to get 
nervous and swerve with a 
police car looming in the 
rearview mirror.

Jo Anne Barnhart. Commis¬ 
sioner of Social Security, and 
Patrick O’CarroN, Jr., Inspector 
General of Social Security, 
issued a warning this week 
about a new email scam that has 
surfaced recently. 

The Agency has received 
several reports of an email mes¬ 
sage being circulated addressed 
to "Dear Social Security 
Number and Card Owner" and 
purporting to be from the Social 
Security Administration. The 
message informs the reader "that 
someone illegally is using your 
Social Security number and as¬ 
suming your identity” and di¬ 
rects the reader to a website de¬ 
igned to look like Social Se¬ 
curity's Internet website. 

The Commissioner is out¬ 
raged that someone would target 
an unsuspecting public in this 
manner and has asked the In¬ 
spector General to use all the re¬ 
sources at his command to find 


and prosecute whoever is perpe¬ 
trating the fraud. 

Once directed to the phone 
website, the individual is asked 
to confirm their identity with 
Social Security and bank infor¬ 
mation. Specific information 
about the individual’s credit card 
number, expiration date and PIN 
number is then requested. 
Whether on our online website 
or by phone. Social Security 
will never ask you for credit card 
information or PIN number. 

Inspector Genera! O'Carroll 
recommends people always take 
precautions when giving out 
personal information over the 
Internet or by telephone unless 
you are extremely confident of 
the source to which you are pro¬ 
viding the information. If you 
receive an email message you 
should report it to Social Secur¬ 
ity's Of t ice of Inspector General 
by calling 1-800-269-0271.
